Normally Done By Municipalities 
To Bridge the *Dry* Tax Period

All meetings of the City Council are of high impor¬ 
tance to the community, but many of their meetings are 
of more Importance than others, and some of them are 
of high, priority importance, 
as was the one that was 
held in the Council Cham¬ 
bers on Tuc*sday, JiuJy 8. 

It was at the July S meet¬ 
ing that the City Council 
approved the passage of Or¬ 
dinance No. 932, which ap- 
pixrved a certain lease dated 
as of August 1, 1975, between 
the City and the Sierra 
Madre Community R c d e • 
velopmerit Agoncy concern¬ 
ing the payment of $55,000 
per annum for the next 30 
years for the Safety Facili- 
lies to house the Fire cUid 
Police Departments. Very lit¬ 
tle opposition was shown at 
the hearing. 

Although the Ordinance 
plainly states that the City 
of Sierra Madre will pay to 
CRA the amount of $55,000 
annually. It is doubtful that 
after lihe first year (if then) 
that the City will ever have 
to pay or transfer any 
monev’ to CRA for this leas*’. 

The Ordinance, as pas.se<i, 
is an as-siuranci’ to the pur- 
i-ha.sers of the proposed 
$600,000 Lease Revenue 
Bonds, Series A, th.at in tlu- 
event, over the next 30 years 
the economic s i t u 1 • o ti 
should takp a drastic set¬ 
back that the City of Sierra 
Madre will guarantee the 
payment of tite B<'nd.s. It is 
exactly like any of us going 
to a lending in.stitutinn 
where wc arc nr)t known for 
our business transactions, 
and having made applica¬ 
tion fi>r a loan, must then 
secure a. co-signer for tlie 
note 

-Mtlio’.igh at this tin>e it is 
not definit<‘ly known just 
Wli.at tire Tax Increment 
from the Community Rede¬ 
velopment area will yield, it 
is safe to a.ssume that the 
first year’s incremert will 
he within the area of $34,- 
000 to $15,000. This assump 
tion, together with the fact 
that out of the $(kX),000 Bond 
IS.SUO will be taken the first 
year’s interest in the amount 
of approximately $4S,000 
gives tho CRA breathing 
room to accumulate the see- 
ond interest payment 


That first parade and cele¬ 
bration was really a honey, 
and Sierra Madre has held 
on to the tradition each year 
since that time. This is now- 
one of the efforts of your 
Sierra Madre Chamber of 
Commerce, vYhich has a co¬ 
sponsor, the City of Sierra 
Mndro’s Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Department, and each 
year it is enjoyed by hun¬ 
dreds of people that stay at 
home on the -Fourth and re¬ 
main alive on the Fifth. This 
year it was planned in con- 
jvmction with tho Bicenten¬ 
nial Year, the celebration 
being recv>gni/jc-d In Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., as an official 
(ommemoration. 


the City Treasurer invest a 
portion of the money, that 
wliioh is not needed'during 
the currant month, and' it 
has been found that over the 
year through this method it 
is possible to accunvulate 
between $18,000 or .$19,000, 
which, of course lowers the 
cost of using the money. 

S<»me interested persojis 
have asked as to why the 
(.'ity does not borrow the 
money from local institu¬ 
tions, thus return the money 
for local u.se. The answer to 
that q-.iestion is the same as 
most Sierra Madie m e r - 
bants find' themselves. Their 
cost of operation is some 
liig.her than neigh o r i n g 
communities, and to survive 
they must charge a higher 
price, liancc they cannot 
benefit in business of the 
City. Both lending institu¬ 
tions in Sierra Madre were 
invite'd' to bid and did bid 
on supplying the money to 
the city, but their bids fell 
in the fourth and fifth place, 
lending institutions can 
lend' the money on a lower 
intere.st rate to cities because 
it is tax free money, allow¬ 
ing them greater financial 
leaway. 


The City Council, realizing 
that it would be necessary 
to repay United' California 
Bank for the loan of half¬ 
million dollars, plus $32,- 
413.97 on June 30, authorized 
tho City Administrator to 
place a call for bids to the 
fending institutions, late in 
May for the borrowing of 
another half-million dollars 
to be received as soon after 
July 1, its possible. 

Having placed- the Call for 
Bids, five bids from lending 
institutions were received 
for Council consideration at 
a special adjourned meeting 
Mond.-iy, June 30. 

Upon opening the bids, 
considerable d-ifferemee was 
noted' for this year o\^er the 
past year when the city 
found tha.t it must pay 6.75 
per c?ent on the borrowed 
money. 

Wells Fargo Bank of Pasa¬ 
dena was the .successful 
bidder, placing a. bid to the 
city for the amount men 
tinned at an interest rate of 
4.24 par cent per annum or 
a tota.l interest charge of 
^1,200, considerablv differ¬ 
ent than the $12,41.3.97 paid 
the previous year. 

This money is used' during 
w.hat is called the “dry per¬ 
iod,” the time between July 
1, when the current budget 
goes into effect a.ncl Decern- 
hr and January when the 
first tpx money is received 
for the fiscal years opera¬ 
tion. Throughout the vear Councilman Thomas Ed¬ 
wards, having received the 
Warrant .Regi.ster in tho 
amount of $55,175.11 for the 
last half of June, prior to 
calling for the adoption of 
Resolution No. 75-^ made 
the following remarks at the 
regular meeting of the City 
Couincil held on Tuesday, 
July 8: 

“I have checkcHl the war¬ 
rants with the.billing and 
Purohase Orders and find 
that all discxni.nts have been 
properl.v taken, that all bill¬ 
ings are either toudgeted 
items or those approved' by 
the Coitncil as a whole; I 
therefore make the motion 
that the Resolution lx; adopt¬ 
ed calling upon the City 
Troa.'nirer to ciraw the var¬ 
ious Warrants, have them 
signed by the City Treastrrer, 
Mayor and City Administra¬ 
tor and dispatched to the 
various creditors.” The mo¬ 
tion was given a second' and 
adopted by the Council as a 
whole.

With these two points con- 
.sici'ered, there is a third point 
to be added to the proposal 
and it is Federal Revenue 
Sharing Funds, which at the 
present time stand at about 
$156,000 with another $50,- 
(X)0 plus on )he way, or to 
-be received in the next few 
weeks, giving Revenue Shar¬ 
ing a total ol over $200,(X)0 
wliich has Iiecn dedicated' 
In- the City Coiincil to bo 
ufM?d in the builid-ing and 
maintenance of Public Faci- 
iilios. 

The Tax Increment, as 
.stated al-sjve, will each year 
have a tendency to increase, 
as the values of properties, 
within the Improvement 
Area, increase, or new build¬ 
ings added' to the area, sruch 
ns additional condominiums, 
or addition to condominiums, 
shopping centers, mw con¬ 
struction and .soforth. 

Should we even go to the 
bottom of the barrel and 
find out Ju.st w-hat can the 
“worst” bo and then trj- and 
make it better, we would 
come up with the Tax In¬ 
crement being $34,000 for the 
next two years would be a 
total of $^,000 received by 
CRA. To this amount we will 
add- the amount r(;cpived 
from the sale of Bonds which 
is $48,000, which gives us 
n total of $116,000 to pay 
tho Interest and' princinal for 
t.he fiist two years of $101,- 
000 

Now a.nothcr point, and 
(<ne that has not been men¬ 
tioned, is after the sale of 
the bonds in August, what 
will hanpen t o the bond 
money, until such time as 
payment has l>ecn made on 
the activities. In answer to 
this, we will assume that the 
City Treasurci w’ill be re¬ 
quired to make progre.ssive 
payments as the building is 
being built and that await¬ 
ing the call by the contrac¬ 
tor and approval by the CRA 
and the City Council that ho 
will invest this-money for 
short period's of time as low 
as five per cent and as high 
as 614 i)er cent. Anyway it 
is fairly safe to assume that 
over the building period of 
appi-oximately six months, 
tlie City Trca.surer would be 
able to accumulate approxi¬ 
mately $15,000 for the CRA 
Revolving Fund. Thus this 
gives an accumulated reve¬ 
nue, on the worst basis of 
$131,000 for the first two 
years which requires a. pay¬ 
ment of $101,000 and you 
have not as yet touched- 
Federal Revenue Sharing for 
that purpose, nor has the

Dear D. D., 

Yes, you certainly do. Tihe 
Age Discrimination in Em¬ 
ployment Act of 1967 makes 
it unlawful to d'i scrim in ate 
against any individual be¬ 
tween the ages of 40 and 65 
on tlie basis of age. 

Therefore, if one woman is 
45 and another is 35, thc- 
employei may not lawfully 
turn down the first svoman 
on the basis of her age 
alone. Tlie employer must 
ma.ko a decision o.n other 
factors, such as capabilities 
and experience. 

The Age Discrimination 
Act also prohibits help want¬ 
ed notices from containing 
such, phrases as “age 25 to 
35,” "young,” “college stu¬ 
dent” or "recent graduate.” 
A request for information 
such as "Date of Birth” or 
"State Age” on an employ¬ 
ment application or in an 
adverti.sement is not by it¬ 
self a violation of this Act.

The People Must Know! 

By Howard Jarvis 

Chairman, United Organization of Taxpayers 

State Treasurer, Jesse Unruh made the famous state¬ 
ment “money is the mother’s milk of politics.’’ That was 
when the Republican party was accepted as the party 
of the rich, while the Democratic party was the party 
of the poor. 

The 1974 campaign of the State Senators and Assembly¬ 
men in California is very revealing in matters of money. 
In those campaigns the I>!mocrats spent $5,573,754.50 while 
the “rich” Republicans spent $1,335,057.00. The public em¬ 
ployees’ organizations gave the Republicans $102,325, but 
handed the Democrats $1,193,617.61. 

Now these sums were only lor 22 State Senators and 
80 Assemblymen, the rest of the candidates over the state 
are not included. If you want to know how much each of 
these officials received individuaily send a sell addressed, 
stamped envelope to United Organizations of Taxpayers, 
Inc., 6431 W. Fifth St., Los Angeles, California 90048. 

If you think there has been a restriction on campaign 
money or that there is a shortage of the “mother’s milk,” 
you may be surprised when you see this list. It will also 
give you a clue as to why certain elected legislators vote 
the way they do. This list might oven turn you on, or off. 

The pay scale for public employees is quite interesting. 
The average pay in the various counties is San Joaquin, 
$15,953; Santa Clara, $15,897; Solano, $15,021; Fresno, 
$14,959; Orange, $14,904; Sacramento, $14,828; Los Angeles, 
$14,305. 

These salaries do not include fringe benefits which are 
consdierdl)le and vary from coupty to county. Fringe bcme- 
fits average from 12 to 20 per cent. 

The average pay for those who work in private in¬ 
dustry in the United States is aixiut $8,(X)0 per year ac¬ 
cording to the latest figures from the U.S. Department 
of Commerce. Tc'achers in the public schools average 
about $18,000 per year plus substantial fringe and other 
ixmefits.

68,982 Employees! 

When state laws were changed, moving adult welfare 
categories from counties to state payrolls, it was believed 
there would lx? btmefits for county taxpayers. In most coun¬ 
ties in California this has not occurred, the California 
Taxpayers’ Association said recently. 

“In 21 counties, the number of employees in welfare 
departments has actually increased,” Kirk West, e.xecu- 
tive vk-e president of Cal-Tax said, “and in several more 
counties there is no change or only slgiht reduction.” 

Threx' cxnintics have shown changes which most people 
anticipated when the welfar change was promote<1. West 
said. San Bernardino reduccxl its number of employtH's 
in public assistance from 2,280 to 1,141; Ventura County 
from 1,078 to 500; and Merce<1 County from 635 to 279. 

Statewide the numlxu- of public assistance employees 
on i-ounty payrolls did drop from 71,998 to 68,982, but 
that was mainly due to the effort in those three counties. 

In Butte, Glenn, Humboldt, Inyo, Lassen, Los Angeles, 
Mendoc-ino, Modoc, Mono, Orange, Riverside, San Benito, 
San Diego, San Luis ObisjK), Santa Clara, Sierra, Sutter, 
Ti’inity, Tulare, Tuolumne and Yuba Counties the em- 
ploytH's in the public assistance departments increased. 

The information is included in the annual county 
budget study of Cal-Tax, "1971-75 Fiscal Trends in County 
Government,” which was released recently. 

Los Angeles County has increased the number of 
employees by 12,832 in the last five years while popula¬ 
tion has dropixxl 55,000 in the same period. 

Tax Money! 

County government will six'nd an estimated $250 mil 
lion this coming year on problems related to alcohol and 
drug abuse. Supervisor Kenneth Hahn reports. 

When federal and state money is subtracted from 
the i-ost, it is estimatc<l the property taxpayer will spmid 
$134 million, or about 62 cents on the tax rate. 

“These figures include the cost of health care, jus¬ 
tice. law enforcement, treatment and welfare,” Hahn said. 

“niey shosv the tremendous problem Los Angeles, and 
American society in general, is facing from misuse of 
alcohol and drugs.”

But it would be a slim volume 
when it came to recording the excuses of apprehended 
shoplifters. There aren’t any new excuses. Just the same 
old tint'd stand-bys which only serve to self-accuse. This 
should be a lesson to would-be shoplifters. Don’t embarrass 
youi'self (and your family and friends) by repeating what

cians. 

I have supported one ef¬ 
fort to solve the problefn, 
a.uthored by Senator Dennis 
Carp e n t er (R - Newport 
Bcaoh), but i can’t help feel¬ 
ing that legislation isn’t the 
answer and that all parties 
involved in this situation 
have been victimized by the 
intervention of big brother 
bureaucrats and elitist poli¬ 
ticians who have stuck their 
gcoey fingers into the health 
care arena. 

It takes no genius to fig¬ 
ure out that a bad pnemi.se 
will beget a bad conefusion. 

I believe that’s what has 
happened' in the Un 11 e d 
States in regard to health 
services. 

The first mistake Ameri¬ 
cans made was to believ-e a 
bad premise, which wa.s that 
priva.l-: medical care is a dis¬ 
grace. The bad' conclusion, 
therefore, w<is that some 
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state Controller Kenneth 
Cor>' recently anno>uncod the 
distribution of $59,66-1,977 
among the state, cities and 
counties as the June appor¬ 
tionment of highway users 
taxes.

The attaek on medical 
services, led by Senator Ed¬ 
ward Kennedy (D-Massachu- 
■setts), brought agreement 
from those who should have 
known better. They accepted 
the false premi.se that pri¬ 
vate medical services in this 
country were a scandal. The 
disagreement then arose 
over how to resolve the prob¬ 
lem. 

Instead, the disagreement 
should have been on the 
grounds that the ‘'health 
taro crisis’’ conjured up by 
Kennedy is phoney. It can¬ 
not bo supported by facts. 

The truth is the qnality of 
health, care in the United 
Sla.tes has been getting bet¬ 
ter and better, the benefits 
are available to increasing 
numbers of people and most 
of the shortages and defi¬ 
ciencies do not exist. 

Equally important, it can 


A serious charge against 
the present system is a so- 
called shortage of doctors. 
Yet the ratio of physicians 
to general population is bet¬ 
ter in the United States than 
in the major European na¬ 
tions to which it is frequent¬ 
ly and unfavorably com¬ 
pared. And the ratio is im¬ 
proving consistently. 

Another compla.int has 
been the unequal distribu¬ 
tion of medical services. 
Again, the facts prove other¬ 
wise. The Prt'sidontial Com¬ 
mission on Health Man¬ 
power sa.id'. In 1967, “. . . . 
physical distance from avail¬ 
able care is not a major 
barrier for either -urban or 
rural residents. Ev'cn in ru¬ 
ral a.rcHa, hospital facilities 
of 25 beds or more ai-c with¬ 
in a 25-mile distance of all 
but two per c<mt of the pop- 
nlation . . .’’ 

Since 1965, the number of 
drxrtors in America ihao in¬ 
creased three times as fast 
as population growdh. 

It is simply a fact that in 
cur countiy, right now, good 
medical care is available to 
the great bulk of the popula¬ 
tion. It is not limited to just 
the rich and' powerfail. 

Meanwhile, private health 
care insurance ha,s heon one 
of the major growth indus¬ 
tries in America. From the 
1940 figure of 12 million 
Americans CfA’cred 'by such 
insurance, by 1970 the num¬ 
ber had grown to 182 mil¬ 
lion, a.bc'ut 90 per cont of 
the population.
